Claims 1-25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
instant biomaterial polymer scaffold defining an array of pores, wherein the pores have substantially the same diameter, and further, 
wherein each pore is connected to at least four other pores.
